Sean Stafford has just signed the 
council’s annual accounts from his 
prison cell, and was still being paid 
£3,700 a year in council allowances 
because of a bizarre legal loophole.

Stafford is by no means the first 
Labour councillor to be imprisoned for 
fiddling. In 1992, Labour councillor 
Shaukat Khan, the first Asian sheriff of 
Nottingham, was jailed for fraud. 


46, of Billingham, Cleveland, was 
a ‘respectable’ pillar of the left- 
wing community. When not out 
canvassing for socialist votes, he 
was serving as a magistrate. 

But last year he was himself up 
before the beak, charged with 
raping a ten-year-old girl and 
indecently assaulting a nine-year- 
old during sex attacks spanning 
nearly twenty years. 

Mr Justice’ Wright jailed him for 
seven years at Teeside Crown 
Court, telling him: “You betrayed 
the law you swore to uphold.”

It is no coincidence that most 
of the support for the recent bill 
for gay sex at sixteen came from 
the Labour benches.

Government employs illegal 


migrants 


DESPITE the Tories’ bogus ‘tough’ 
stance on immigration, the flow of 
immigrants — both legal and illegal 
— into Britain is as strong as ever. 

British Nationalist can even reveal 
that Government departments are 
themselves recruiting illegal 
immigrants as workers — despite 
Britain’s massive unemployment 
problem. 


SUSPECTED ILLEGALS 


Immigration officers uncovered 
more than twenty suspected illegals 
working at Queen Anne’s Gate, the 
headquarters of the Home Office — 
the department supposedly controlling 
immigration! 

Plans to launch a raid to round up 
further suspects have been suspended, 
amid fears that such a high profile 
operation might embarrass ministers. 

A similar operation aimed at left- 
wing Lambeth council failed, after 
suspects fled following a tip-off. 

Meanwhile, the Government’s 
Benefits Agency, which is responsible 
for assessing social security payments, 
has also been discovered to be 
employing illegal migrants. 

Two Nigerians copped £16,000 a 
year jobs working as Executive 
Officers. They were there almost a 
year before fleeing the country 
following a tip-off. 


The man, named as Oli Oni, and a 
woman accomplice were taken on to 
boost the Agency’s ‘ethnic 
representation’. One immigration 
officer working on the case 
commented: ‘ʻI couldn’t believe it. No 
one is allowed to work with only a 
holiday. visa. The fact that they 
couldn’t provide their National 
Insurance numbers should have rung a 
few alarm bells. What is worrying is 
that these people might have had 
friends who were also on holiday here 
and arranged for them to defraud the 
system by gaining illegal benefits.” 

The fact is, this Government is so 
terrified of being called ‘racist’ that it 
prefers to allow widespread abuses of 
the system rather than risk losing the 
ethnic vote by cracking down on illegal 
immigrants. 


AT LARGE 


Since the death of illegal immigrant 
Joy Gardner, hundreds of illegal immi- 
grants are being allowed to remain at 
large. 

Police are refusing to arrest them 
for fear of being made scapegoats if 
anything goes wrong. 

Gardner died after an accidental 


_ head injury during a violent struggle 


with police officers arresting her. The 
fifteen-stone woman bit one of the 
officers on the arm, whereupon they 
quite lawfully and properly taped her 
mouth to prevent her injuring herself 
and anyone else.

manslaughter charges over the affair, 
much to the anger of their colleagues. 

A senior officer in the Metropolitan 
Police Aliens Unit said: ““We’ve now 
been told by our superiors to forget 
chasing illegal immigrants. There’s 
paranoia over the death of Joy 
Gardner. We’re letting illegals roam 
free and they know it. That’s why so 
many are trying to get into Britain at 
the moment.”’ 

The Government has good reason 
to avoid offending ethnic minorities. It 
is likely the Tories will be trounced in 
the Metropolitan council elections in 
May, and so they are deperate to woo 
the “ethnic vote’. . 

But this is likely to alienate white 
voters. In a recent ICM/Sunday Exp- 
ress poll, eighty-one per cent of people 
said they were ‘concerned’ about immi- 
gration, with thirty-six per cent 
favouring compulsory repatriation. 
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The REAL scandal is how the 
Lib/Lab/Con-men ever get to 
be elected in the first place!

John O’Connell, 38, a Liberal 
Democrat councillor was jailed for 
nine months at the Old Bailey 
recently after unlawfully evicting a 
mother and baby from his own 
property and then trying to cover it 


up. He was convicted of attempting to 
pervert the course of justice. 

O’Connell, a member of 
Spelthorne council, Middlesex, cut of 
the young mother’s power and water, 
changed the locks and dumped her 
belongings. He then tried to get the 
woman’s boyfriend to lie on his 
behalf when he faced prosecution by 
his own council. 

Ironically, O’Connell was a 
member of his council’s Housing 
Committee at the time. His behaviour 
gives some idea of the Lib Dems’ 
enlightened policy on dealing with 
vulnerable homeless people.

THE POLICE are still no nearer to 
solving the horrifying gang-rape case 
reported in BN last month. 

Two girls, aged fourteen and 
fifteen, were set upon by a thirty- 
strong rape-gang outside a McDonalds 
restaurant on a busy high street. It was 
7.45pm on the night before Christmas 
Eve, and the streets were crowded with 
shoppers. The girls were frog-marched 
into an alley by the gang and 
repeatedly raped for about twenty 
minutes. About seven of the youths 
raped them while the rest cheered them 
on. It is now highly unlikely the gang 
will be caught. 

Very few official newspapers 
reported the full facts of the case, and 
the item was quickly dropped from TV 
and radio bulletins. The reason? 
According to a report on the inside 
pages of the Observer (26.12.93), 
‘‘The case is a sensitive one for the 
police because the victims are white, 
the rapists black.’’ The report went on 
to say: ‘‘Detectives are playing down 
the racial aspect, claiming it was not a 
racially motivated attack.” 


Yet many locals believe it was 
racially motivated, according to the 
same report, which said a number of 
blacks had received ‘‘real hassle’’ from 
local whites in the days following the 
attack. So why did most of the big- 
circulation dailies choose not to even 
mention the race of the victims and 
attackers? 

It well may be that race had noth-

ing to do with this particular attack, 
but that is equally true of scores of 
celebrated ‘racial attacks’ taken up by 
the ‘anti-racist’ industry. Many non- 
white victims of street violence have 
been labelled as ‘racial attack victims’ 
even where the motive has not been 
proved one way or the other.

£20,000 bonanza for ‘race 
discrimination victim’ 


A BLACK social worker suspended 
on full pay for two years has been 
given a £20,000 pay-off after his 
council bosses were found guilty of 
‘racial discrimination’. 

Errol Clarke, 35, of Normanton, 
Derby, is believed to have accepted 
about £20,000 as severance pay plus 
settlement of outstanding industrial 
tribunal actions. 

An industrial tribunal ruled Clarke 
had been discriminated against for 
promotion while working at a 
children’s home in Derbyshire. He was 
suspended from his job in July 1991 
after complaining to a tribunal. He was 
again suspended in October 1991 after 


being charged with rape. Despite 
winning his court case, he was 
disciplined at a social services hearing 
over alleged comments made in court, 
but in July 1992 an appeal panel 
quashed the disciplinary action. 


SUSPENSION 


On top of his £20,000 pay-off for 
the ‘discrimination’ case, Clarke had 
already been paid over £20,000 for: 
staying at home during his suspension 
from work.

BNP fighting elections 
all over England 


FOR obvious reasons, this month’s 
special election edition of British 


Nationalist has concentrated mainly 


on the BNP’s campaign in Tower 


Hamlets, and more specifically, on 


the Isle of Dogs. 

If the Party succeeds in getting 
three candidates elected on the Island, 
it will create a national sensation even 
greater than that which followed the 
election of Cllr Derek Beackon. The 
BNP would control a housing budget 
of £23million, and would be able to 
demonstrate that it is fit to run a local 
council.
